KARLE, Ark., Cot. 22. Fire start-
ed' by incindiarles at. six or seven
places at the same time, and spread-
ing rapidly to the entire Vulldina
early this morning destroyed the cot-
ton compress of the Earle Compresa
company, entailing a loss 3t approxi-
mately $600,000.

The fire was discovered In one
section of the compress at 4 o'clock
by tho watchman. He fouiflit tne
blaze with his hands and iucr.ort?d
In putting It out, although lim?
burned severely. Just as hia fight
was over flames broke out in 'other
sections. At each point a largo
quantity of kerosene had been dis-
tributed.

The compress contained 5,600 bales
of cotton, of which 1,200 were of
last year's crop.

Husband of Woman Shot
While Strolling With Bev-

erly ClarkeMailed on Charge
of Shooting to Kill.

Is the identity of the "Man in
Blue," who ihot Beverly Clarke and
Mrs. Dofa Rockett on Fourth street
Wednesday night solved?

Police say it is.
Joseph Rockett says it is not.
Rocket was arrested for the shoot-

ing Friday and confronted with tho
words Mrs. Rockett is said to have
told detectives Rockett' said to her.

Those words were:
"I only intended to shoot Clarke,

dear. I never intended to- shoot you.
I will not leave you and never in-

tended to,"
Rockett denies the statement.
The statement which Mrs. Rockett

quoted her husband as making was
given to the wife at her bedHide in
General hospital Friday, police say
she said.

Rockett was arrested Friday morn-
ing and questioned for more than an
hour by Detective Chief Griffin and
Detective Sergeants Carter and York,
who worked on the case and ar-
rested Rockett.

He mafcitalns Ms innocence and
' denies making any statement to hia

wife Incriminating himself. He de-

clares he was in his room at the
tlmo of the shooting, hut police say
he can not prove this, "as no one
knew this fact.

The young wife of Rockett forgives
her husband, she told police Friday.
Reports that she had been removed
from the hospital to the homo of a
sister were untrue, and she may re-

main at the hospital for several days,
H8 her hand Is in a bad condition.
Tho bones were shattered by the
bullet.

Rockett answered the description
given the police by Mrs. Kockett.yHe
wears a blue suit and gray cap, and
is S3 years ot age, weighing about
HO pounds.

SAVES SISTER AS

mIES THREATEN

HORRIBLE DEATH

'William Henderson Proves
Self ( Hero When Girl's

Clothing Catches Fire-H- er

ConditionPrecarious.

With her clothing one blazing mass,
the flames Fearing lior flesh,
Miss Julia Henderson, IK, daugh-
ter of Dr. W. L. Henderson, of Wood-
stock, was saved from a terrible
death by the presence of miud of hor
brothel', William, aged 19. He Just
bad driven Into the yard of the Hen-
derson homo near Woodstock, when
Ills sister, flames enveloping her,
i ushed screaming into the yard from
the house. Young Henderson seized
her, tore the burning clothing from
her body, and rolled her upon the
ground until the flames were extin-
guished. This happened Wednesday.
Friday MIsh Henderson was still in
a precarious condition at Rt. Jo-

seph's hospital, but she had a fight-
ing chance for life, thanks to tho
heroism of her brother.

MIkr Henderson is burned from
mldchest to her toes. The extent
of the burns makes her condition
dangerous. Fortunately fshe did not
inhale any of the flames which
threatened her life.

Caught From Stove.
Tho clothing of tho young woman

caught fire as she was heating soup
for the baby of her sister, Mrs.
Sherlll McClure. The soup was
placed on a wood-burnin- g range. As
it was lifted off, a gust of wind
came through the door and fanned
a tongue of flame to a portion of
Miss Henderson's dress. The cloth-
ing caught fire and in a moment she
was eneveloped in flames. She
rushed from the house Just as her
brother drove in from Woodstock,
where he had been to call upon his
aunt.

Dr. Henderson, rather of the in-

jured young woman, was in Coving-
ton, Tenn., at the time of the acci-
dent, campaigning. He is a candi
date for floterlal state senator, on
the people's Democratic ticket. He
hurried to his home as soon as long
distance located him, and he at once
superintended his daughter's removal
to St. Joseph's hospital, where he
summoned Drs. Eugene Johnson
and Robert Henderson, of Memehis,
and JDr. William Blackshare, of
Woodstock, to attend her. The lat
ter had dressed Miss Henderson'
injuries at fcer home.

THe accident to Miss flendereon
will moderate the campaign of Dr.
Henderson, who is well-kno-

throughout Memphis an 4 Shelby
t ounty. He will permit his naiue to
remain on the ticket, fcut he will not
tak the stump any more during
tjie campaign, He sal Friday. "The
campaign is a thing I do not like
to dlscusi now," Dr. Henderson
said. "I am so worried about my

J.D.Bell, one of two men held by
police and believed to be the pair of
automobile highwaymen, who have
committed a long series of assaults
and car robberies without their equal
in police annals here, was identified
positively Thursday as one of the
men who beat William Frescott,
driver for 456 Cab company, on the
night of Oct. 11, and made off with
his nu to,

J. O. Hell, arrested Thursday night,
charged with the assault uKn Wil-
liam Frescott. taxi driver, and the
theft of his car. made deSiilefi con-
fession to police Friday.

Hell also was confronted Friday
by M. D. Hughes, manager of the
Bowers store at Lauderdale street
and Trigg avenue, lie Identified Hell
as one of two holdup men who three
weeks ago entered his store, shooting
Hughes In the right arm. Hell ad-
mits this also.

Bell Is an according to
records held at police headquarters.
He Is said to have served time in
the Tennessee penitentiary for high-
way robbery committed in Shelby
county.

At the time Bell was arrested de-
tectives took Ernest Richmond Into
custody. He Is held In connection
with the robbery of Perry Nelson,
120T Sledge avenue, a Star Taxi
company driver. Richmond, police
charge, robbed Nelson of a large sum
of money at the point of a relover.
He was arrested by Detective Sngts
Hewitt, Peters, Kennedy and Tay-
lor, who were working under the
direction of Lieut. Walter Hoyle, as-
sistant chief of detectives.

Inoculated With Rabies Be-

fore Biting Monarch. '
ROME. Oct. 22. Injuries inflicted

upon King Alexander by a monkey
were the result of a plot to assas-
sinate the young monarch, according
to Dr. Georges Fernand Widal, of
Paris, who has been attending the
king and was interviewed by the
Messaggero, while passing through
Rome on his way home from Athens.

"While the story of the monkey
biting King Alexander is true," Dr.
Widal is quoted as saying, "the mon-
key was suffering from rabies with
which it had been artificially In-

oculated. Hence, a veritable attempt
against the king's life was com-
mitted."

KING RESTS EASILY, BUT

ATHENS. Oct. 22. King Alexander
of Greece, was resting easily last
night, according to a bulletin is-

sued by his physicians. The king at
that hour was In a calm sleep. His
temperature was 39.2 Centigrade
(102.68 Fahrenheit).

The reports regarding the king's
condition, however, were not consid-
ered at all satisfactory. His tem-
perature, it was stated, had shown
disquieting fluctuations.

CITY WOULD SUE

PETITION SIGNERS

FOR RECALL COST

Shannon Claims That 300
Letters Came' Back Be-

cause Postal Employes
Could Not Find Addressees.

Some of the city commissioners
charge that there has born an enor-
mous amount of misrepresentation
and fraud in the handling of tho re-

call petitions. On Hie other hand
backers of the recall clerlaro that
the police department, is being used
to intimidate persons who have
signed the pel it ions,

'harlcs li. Shannon, commissioner
of finance, declared Friday that In
one mail 300 letters sent out by the
clerk to persons whose names and
addresses appeared on the petition
had been returned undelivered "and
so mprked by Hi" po.tal authorities.

"It looks as though some affiant
had Imagined a lot cf names und
had just written tliem in as he
thought of them. It seems to mo that
when this thing is over with ttie city
ought to have some way to suo tho
promoters of this '.movement to re-

cover the money that the city has
Spent In checking the petitions.

"The charges of malfeasance and
mlsfousance its hmged against
Mayor i'aine, Commissioner Edgar
and Commissioner Allen must bo
proved or they will form the basis
for damage suits under Hie general
libel law, and so far as that part of
it Is concerned it l. settled in the
minds of the mayor and commis-stoner-

"Kut on the other hand it seems
to be that the city should be able to
recover tho money that has been
spent on this thing. From what has
been ascertained in this office tho
whole tiling is a hit or miss propo-
sition. They seem to have the idea
that if they can get by with it all
right, and if not they arc out noth-
ing but a little time."

In direct contradiction of this a
city employe who has been engaged
In checking the petitiuns, declared
Friday that lie worked the greater
part of Thursday night checking the
names on the petitions against the
registration books, und that he didn't
find any name (hat was not on the
books as having registered.

Friends of the recall movement de-

clare that despite the names that are
being withdrawn they will have more
than a sufficient number trgo over
the 25 per cent necessary to force an
election. They also point out that
not all of the petitions circulated
were filed witli the city clerk and
that It Is reasonable to suppose that
a big proportion of the names that
arc being withdrawn do not appear
on the petitions filed but on some o(
those that are being withheld.

Who Improperly Interfere.

SEW YORK, Oct. 22. BuslneF
prospects are unusually bright, both
In the t'nltnd States anil abroad,
Klbert 11. Oray, head of the Knifed
Mates Steel corporation, declared in

Iron and Steel Institute hero today.

"Although this is a time for cour-

age, composure and mutton," Mr.

The difficulty Is
found In the fact that every Indi-
vidual Is perfectly willing that all
others shall make reductions the
larger the better. Now a general
public, including particularly those
who are neither buyers nor sellers to
any large extent, will, in one way or
another, bring about a fair and rea-
sonable adlustment of prices. The
law of supnly and demand will be the
principal factor.
